Then  they  came  to  Grand  Rapids  and 
as  their  reputation  for  quality  bulbs  spread  far  and  wide,  the  business 
prospered  in  proportion,  and  today,  the  company  is  just  finishing  the 
digging  of  the  millions  of  bulbs  that  have  grown  on  the  forty-six  acres 
they  had  planted  during  1924,  just  five  years  from  the  founding  of 
the  business  in  the  United  States.
